There is no authentic information 


anywhere on what the Army plans 
for its summer maneuvers. 


The Star ran down thc alleged 


sources of thc local rumor, and 
here's what we found: 


Thc side-walk reporters said lo- 


cal hotels had been notified to get 
ready for the maneuvers, and the 
cafes had been advised to lay in 
extra stocks oC everything. 


Hope hotels denied anything of 


the sort—but said they had heard 
that a woman running a holel in 
Gurdon had gotten "official notice' 
of thc manucvers. 


The cafes also denied any word 


from the Army, but said they had 
heard that thc meat-packers and 
other wholesale suppliers had been 
lold lo "stand by" for emergency. 


The ear-mark of a rumor is that 


when you attempt to run down ils 
origin you find it is a trail that has 
no ending. 


I do not say the Army maneuvers 


will not be held hero. But I do say 
that anybody who purports to tell 
you he has special information on 
the subject is simply relaying a 
rumor from "over the hill"—and 
when you go chasing over the hill 
you don't find anybody who knows. 


When you stop lo think of it most 


of this discussion is quile absurd. 
When does Ihe Army, which car- 
ries Us own kitchens and vast 
stores of supply^ have to consult 
local cafes? Or consult hotels, when 
the very object of maneuvers is 
to train men to live in tents in 
the field? 
•.v-A<)£l;pU,.'.^&?i,(juits. - liketsi vwe. ivill 
know'nothing at all about the com- 
ing maneuvers, here or somewhere 
else, until they break in on us 
without warning. If it is a good 
thing to put thc Army through mi- 
mic warfare it may be a good 
thing to let thc maneuvers come 
at civilians unexpectedly—for that's 
how actual warfare works.

Give Price Control 
0 Chance 


Confusion and misunderstandings 


probably are inexitablc, as thc new 
price control regulations go into 
effect. 


There will be deliberate frauds, 


sly chiseling. But these will be in 
thc minority. The real trouble will 
arise from honest if careless er- 
rors; from ignorance on the part of 
both merchants 
and 
customers; 


from suspicion, intolerance, hot- 
headedness. 


Most of thc disputes will be start- 


ed by customers who believe that 
they arc 
being charged 
illegal 


prices. Nine out of 10 of these— 
perhaps 99 out of 100—can be avoid- 
ed if buyers will make certain of 
their facts. 


Actually the price control-system 


is simple so far as the consuming 
public is concerned. 


All you need to remember is Ihis: 
Except for certain exempted com- 


modities, the merchant is forbid- 
den to charge more for any article 
after May 18 than thc highest price 
for which the sold the same thing 
during March. 


That ought not to leave room for 


misunderstandings. 
But it will. 


There arc a million and one pos- 
sibilities. 


Many merchants keep no real 


records. They price merchandise 
as it comes in, sell it, and a month 
later have no good idea of what 
they charged for it. 


These men must now go over 


their stocks, determine for each 
item their highest March price, and 
mark their goods accordingly. 


There will be innumerable in- 


stances in which items now in 
lock differ from those sold in 
March. The merchant must try to 
determine what things he sold in 
March are most similar to those he 
lias in May, and fix prices accord- 
ingly. 


In so huge a task, it would seem 


improbable that honest mistakes 
can be avoided. 


Moreover, the buyer's memory 


may prove fickle. Under our set- 
up, each merchant has his own 
price ceiling for every article in 
stock. The price charged next door 
has nothing to do with the matter. 


If we remember buying a cer- 


tain brand of coffee for 27 cents, 
and the grocer asks us 31, we should 
ae ver certain that the lower price 
ivas not at some other store before 
we accuse him of violating price 
control rules. 


Leon Henderson, who is not given 


to over-patience with vioKit.ons, 
las emphasized the enormity of the 
task and the need for patience, un- 
derstanding and co-operation.

2 Ships Sunk 
as First Subs 
Appear in Gulf 


NEW ORLEANS —(/P)— First ap- 


announced Saturday by the Eigh- 
th Naval District here together 
with the loss of two merchant ves- 
sels—the first reports of losses in 
the gulf. 


The submarine attacked a med- 


ium sized and small merchant ves- 
sel, both inbound, in daylight Wed- 
nesday. One was sent to the bot- 
tom by a torpedo and the other set 
afire by shells and abandoned. 


There was no loss of life among 


the 87 crewmen aboard the two 
ships or to the 6 passengers aboard 
one.

Augusto Senna of New Bedford, 


Mas., a passenger reported the 
first torpedo missed by 100 feet. 


The 'ship began racing for thc 


.nearest port. Ten minutes later 
a large, apparently new German 


:submarine painted dark geen, sur- 
faced and began' shelling the vcs- 
.sel. a direct hit disabled its stear- 
ing gear. 


Stance Rubber 
Views Upheld 


H. J. Geiger, special representa- 


tive of the Esso Marketers, told of 
the process and production of syn- 
thetic rubber and denied recent 
charges brought against the Stand- 
ard Oil company by the Truman 
committee :at a Standard Oil meet- 
ing at Hotel Barlow. Friday night. 


Forty-eight guests 'attended the 


dinner and program at Hotel Bar- 
low. Among them were: H. L. Mc- 
Donald, district sales ^manager oi 
Standard, with headquarters 
at 


Little Rock; and Paul Jolley, gen- 
eral salesman of Hot Springs, in 
charge of the Hope area. 


The program was arranged by 


Frank • Johnson, local sales agent 
for Standard. 


"The Standard Oil company has 


been a victim of the worst smear 
campaign ever directed at a pri 
vale company in the history of this 
nation," Geiger declared. He fur- 
ther added the company is putting 
all out for a victory for the Allied 
nations. 


He asserted "Ijiere are many ex- 


planations, most of them political in 
manner, all of them logical and not 
one of them reflecting the slightest 
credit on their perpetrators." 


Mr. Greiger told of the history 


and development of crude rubber as 
a producing and consuming indus- 
try and then spoke on the great 
problem confronting America to- 
day—production of synthetic rub- 
ber. According to Geiger, the sit- 
uation was brought about by the 
high natural rubber prices. 


He traced the history of the syn 


tholic material from before 
the 


World War and listed many differ 
ent brands in existence. "Buna syn- 
thetic rubber is propably thc tire 
rubber of the present Germany ec 
onomy," he said. 


"It has been estimated that the 


military and lend-lcase require 
menls of this country are 700,000 
tons of synthetic rubber a year, and 
that another 300,7000 tons per year 
are necessary to take care of thc 
minimum production for civilian 
use," the speaker declared. 


"It takes an investment of from 


$700 to $1,000 per ton of annual ca- 
pacity to build a synthetic rub 
ber plant, and no force in Ihit 
country, aside from the government 
itself, is in a position to spend 
$700,000,000 to $1,000,000,000 to get 
the synthetic rubber production we 
now talk of," Geiger added. 


According to the speaker, the 


steel situation is another problem 
confrotnling production of synthe- 
tic rubber. He said American's 
present annual steel production is 
roughly 85,000,000 tons. 


"However," 
Geiger 
declared, 


"the government has realized its 
obligation to create a synthetic 
rubber industry, and the program 
has already been launched. 


"Before Pearl Harbor, the Stand- 


ard Oil had spent 12 bzillion dollars 
on synthetic rubber manufacturing. 
Geiger said in (racing the difficul 
ty of establishing the product in 
America. 


The speaker gave a detailed ex- 


planation of butle rubber, made 
in New Jersey from refinery gas. 
The outstanding quality is its re- 
sistance to deterioration or aging, wl" 
he said. 
Geiger 
further 
stated *°>JJ 


that it stands up better than na- 
tural rubber and better than other 
synthetics.

Time Now to 
Plant Peanuts 


Hempstead County farmers have 


ben warned by E. N. Maflindale, 
chairman of the Triple-A Commit- 
tee that peanut planting time is 
at hand and that if Arkansas is to 
meet its goal of 95,000 acres of pea- 
nuts this year everyone who can 
plant peanuts must act at once to 
prepare his land and get his pea- 
nut seed. The increased production 
of peanuts is a part of the Food for 
Freedom campaign of the USDA 
War Board. 


A plan has been worked out by 


the Triple-A, the Commodity Credit 
Corporation and the Southwestern 
Peanut Growers Association where- 
by farmers who wish to plant pea- 
huts for oil can get the necessary 
seed without cash outlay and repay 
them out of Hits year's production. 
Details of the plan, together wUh 
the accessary application blanks, 
are now available at the Triple-A 
office at Hope, Arkansas, Mtv Mart- 
inclale said. ' 


He also refered to the fact that 


under an amendment to the Triple- 
A program, peanuts for oil may be 
used to meet halt the 25 per cent 
soil conserving acreage require- 
ment of the agricultural conserv- 
ation program, provided that the 
peanut acreage used 'to met half 
the soil building requirement is 
planted-in a winter cover crop after 
harvest. 


Enough peanut picking machines 


are being manufactured to handle 
all the increased acroage that is 
being asked and plans are Doing 
worked out to distribute the mach- 
ines so that one will be available 
in every community where, they 
are needed. The price of peanuts 
as well as of soybeans for' oil will 
be supported at a fair level by the 
Department of Agriculture i£ this 
is necessary; it is expected that 
demand alone will assure a re- 
munerative price.

The 


teaching that we should love our 
enemies, that we should turn the 
other cheek when we have been 
smiten on the one, and the we 
should not resist evil but over- 
come evil with good, has been in- 
terpreted by some to mean that 
under no circumstances should the 
Christian resort to force. Spec- 
ifically, it is a plea of the con- 
scientious objector, who refuses to 
give military service to the state 
even to defend his country. 


Against this absolutist view of 


the teaching of Jesus, that does not 
take into account relative circum- 
stances or conditions, others cite 
this incident with the evidence that 
Jesus, on one occasiaon at least, 
used force and did not regard His 


teaching about 
overcoming evil 


with good to be interpreted to the 
disregard of reason and common 
sense. Those who take the view 
that the Christian is not justified 
in using force under any circum- 
stances try to explain away the 
incident by claiming that what 
Jesus manifested was really moral 
indignation, and one interpreter 
claims that the so-called 
"whip 


of small cords" was one that 
Jesus wove from the rushes with 
which the temple floor was strewn, 
and that it was a symbol of His 
moral authority rather than an act- 
ual weapon of physical offense. 


But such an interpretation hard- 


ly "is in accord with the picture 
we have in our lesson of an indign- 
ant Master overturning the money- 
changers' tables and upsetting the 
chairs of those who sold the doves. 


There was at least a show of force, 
though one may well believe that 
Jesus over-awed them with the in- 
tensity of His moral indignation. 
One would have 
supposed that 


those whom He attacked might 
have ganged up against Him, and 
might easily have proven strong- 
er physically than He, so that one 
should not minimize the moral au- 
thority of Jesus and the power of 
one conscientious aroused man to 
put to flight a whole group of pro- 
fiteers and cowards. But the in- 
cident displays one aspect of the 
mild and gentle Jesus that is sign- 
ificant and that has relation lo our 
conduct and life today. Force can 
only accomplish so much, and the 
world ought to have learned by 
now that, even in war, real victory 
depends upon a great deal more

Here are 
some recipes that we have been 
using in our cooking schools in the 
county.and found to be quite good. 


Chocolate cake—cream thorough- 


ly H C fat, pour in slowly and heat 
constantly iy4 cups honey or Karo 
syrup (red label)—add and con- 
tinue to beat 2 eggs—melt and add 
2 squares of chocolate or 4 table- 
spoons cocoa. Sift together 2 cups 
flour, 1 teaspoon soda, 1 teaspoon 
baking powder, 
',<, teaspoon salt, 


add alternately with 1 cup sour 
milk and add 1 teaspoon vanilla. 
Bake in 2-8" layers, or in cup 
cakes 33 to 40 minutes in a slow 
oven.

Almost all the miracles of 
Jesus were on the side of heal- 
ing, health-giving, and more abun- 
dant life, and this fact suggests that 
the withering of the tree was to 
enforce a parable regarding the 
uselessness of the tree, or the 
life, that is untruthful and that does 
not fulfill the purpose that God in- 
tended. The incident must have 
enforced that teaching very strong- 
ly upon the minds of those who 
were present.

Red Women 
Work Fields

NEW YORK - Soviet Russia's 


HO.000,000 or so women arc putting 
up quite an all-out fight in this 
Wnr. 


A few, such _ns dimpled, dark 


Vutentina Grlzodobovn, n major 
nntl ace in the Red Air Force, are 
dishing it out v^Jh bombs and as- 
sorted guerrilla weapons. But those 
active fighters arc not getting most 
at the Russians' praise and at- 
tention right now. This is reserved 
for the millions of women who arc 
making what it takes: women sold- 
iers of the potalo field, slecl fur- 
nace, Ihe Arctic ship. 


That is the picture painted for 


me by Anastasia Pctrovn. This gen- 
tle-faced woman hns eye-witnessed 
every international crisis involv- 
ing her country during all the bu- 
twccn-wnr years. 


For two decades she has been 


secretary to Soviet foreign minis- 
ters and ambassadors. There is a 
man to handle the routine for her 
boss, Ambassador Maxim Litvinov, 
in Washington, but the Ambassador 
secretary is Miss Pctrovti. She was 
an infantry man at the front for 
a year in the revolutionary fight- 
ing in Russia. 


Champ Workers Get 
Publicity in Russia 
Yet she could sec no story in 


herself. When I spoke to her, she 
was making her first trip to New 
York, and her first call was at 
the offices of the Russian War Re- 
lief Society, where an American 
Women's division is working to- 
ward a half-million-dollar fund for 
them by July. 


"Nobody cvcy dreamed of inter- 


viewing me at home," she said. 
"Now, if I were :\ champion tractor 
driver, that would be different." . 


Women tractor drivers, potato" 


diggers, agronomists and 
other 


farmers—there were 10,000,000 of 
them in 1940 and there are many 
more now—will sow, plant and har- 
vest Russia's bread crops 
this 


year, practically without a single 
man's help. 


"That's our special spring task," 


said Miss Pctrova. 


Exactly half the workers in So- 


viet industry are women. The num- 
ber is a military secret; in 1040, 
when tho percentage of women 
was lower, there were 11,000,000. 
Their' jobs ranged from unskilled 
laborer to highly skilled technical 
and administrative jobs and from 
coal mining to ship's captaincies. 


Last February the government is- 


sued n decree to bring into action 
that fraction of its people, women 
from 16 to 515, as "well as men of 
16 to G5, who had not found their 
places. Thus all the able-bodied 
were mobilized by universal draft. 
Exemptions arc few. Evaders get 
a year's imprisonment in a labor 
camp. 


Now, every Russian woman in in- 


dustry is a civilian defender, mili- 
tarily trained. Each woman pre- 
pares herself, after working hours, 
by joining, successively, four dif- 
ferent 
kinds of training-squads. 


Men do the instructing. Disabled 
and overage army oficcrs teach 
the citizens first aid. chemical war- 
fare defense, fire-fighting, and what 
they call 
"revolutionary order." 


That last means what to do for 
military safely in bomb shelters 
and how to scorch earth. Women 
arc everywhere in the guerilla fight 
ing. 


Women Are "Sharper, 
Quicker" 
"That is one military task at 


which women arc superior to men," 
Miss Pclrova pointed out. "It is 
physically simple—we jusl have 
little 
sandmdgs 
prepared, 
and 


throw thorn on the bomb—and wo- 
men seem to be sharper, quick- 
er at it. 


"We think we're belter than men, 


too, at the really military task 
of finding Fifth 
Columnists, es- 


pecially in towns wht.-c the wo- 
men know every face. They make 
the best auxiliary police. 


"Thousands of women volunteers 


rushed lo gel military posts in the 
war, but a slop wus put to it. We 
have plenty of men to do the chief 
fighting—there, women as a group 
are needed only as auxiliaries." 


It's only natural for women to 


share the war work with men, she 
feels, 
because 
Russian women 


"have cquaiity-i-but equality that 
works both ways." In 1017 more 
than half of those who worked were 
domestic servants; now loss than 
two percent arc... 


Miss Petrova gets pretty en- 


thusiastic about her all-out coun- 
trywomen. But—proud? She said, 
"We will be proud when the war 
is won."
